The capture of Douaumont is the 


most important achievement since the 
inauguration of the German drive at 
Verdun, an onslaught which for weight 
of men and guns has few precedents 
in the war. 


The French war office has expressed 


confidence that notwithstanding the 
admitted great strength of the Ger- 
man drive, Verdun and its protecting 
fortress would be able to hold out 
These positions form what has been 
regarded as one of the greatest strong- 
holds of Europe. It is the strongest 
fortress of France, and is of particu- 
lar importance from the south in that 
it offered direct communication with 
Paris, which is one hundred and fifty 
miles to the west.

Interesting Letter From British Front 


Received 
By 
Janesville 
Man 


Shows Life of Soldiers. 


It is most interesting to note that 
copies of the Janesville Gazette have 
found their way to the British trench- 
es (somewhere in France) and read 
with interest by the English Tommies 
in their times off from the actual fir- 
ing line. A Janesville man who has 
a nephew in the English-army doing 
service at the front sends the Gazette 
to his relative and the following letter 
received from him, written on top of 
a box by the light of a candle, shows 
that it is appreciated. 
The letter was received in an en- 
velope on which was printed the fol- 
lowing directions: 
"Correspondence 
in this envelope 
need not be censored regimentally. 
The contents are liable to examination 
at the base. 
"The following certificate must be 
signed by the writer: 
• "I certify on my honor that the con- 
tents of this envelope refer to nothing 
but private and family matters. 
"Signed, 


"C. GREEN. 
"On active service." 
The envelope was not stamped but 
carried free of charge to any part of 
the United Kingdom or English col- 
onies, but when it reached the United 
States there 
was a four cent due 
stamp attached which the recipient 
aid. The letter is as follows: 
January 31, 1916. 
Dear Uncle: 


I have much pleasure 
in writing 
these few lines to you, as i promised 
to write to you sometimes. 
I can't 
remember writing the last letter to 
you, but I am sure it is a good while 
ago, so I am going to write today, as 
I have a little spare time, and I hope 
you receive it o.uite safe. Of course, 
as I have told you before, we can't 
pttt very much in as regards the mili- 
tary matters. 
Therefore, I always 
try and keep on the safe side while 
keeping up correspondence with my 
friends, and I am alwayq satisfied to 
know that I can write -\vithout prob- 
ing into military affairs. 
1 know how 1 should feel myself if 
I received a letter 
with 
half of it 
crossed out. Therefore, it is best to 
keep on the safe side, although there 
may be times when writing I should 
like to put in several things, especially 
after reading some of the articles 'l 
find in the magazines you so verv 
kindly send out to me, and which "l 
have received some very good ones in 
the course of the last few weeks. I 
think they are splendid reading at 
any time, especially out here a't the 
front. 


writing table is composed of an old 
box we found. As for a seat, well, J 
am down to it in the tailor fashion, 
which is always the case when -letter 
writing. 
T shall be very much sur- 
prised if the table survives until the 
morrow, as a few of my 
comrades 
have an eye on it for the fire they 
have got together and which is on the 
verge of collapse for want of fuel, so 
I suppose it will have to go, as it is a 
little comfoit to be near a fire. 
I saw an article in the Gazette yes- 
terday on the America giving warning 
to Germany, but I suppose it wili all 
drop through, as a lot of the notes 
have done. We often wonder if she 
will join in the struggle, and if so, 
would it bring it to an 
end much 
more quickly, but they have their 
own opinion, and I suppose they know 
which is best; any way it will be a 
great day when it is all over. I had 
:almost forgotten to tell you I often 
meet some of the Canadian boys and 
f et quite friendly with some of them, 
know several instances where some 
of our fellows from Lancashire h-ave 
come across some old friend of theirs 
who has enlisted in 
the 
Canadian 
army and come out here.'. They are 
a lot of fine fellows and daring. They 
stop at nothing. I think we ought all 
to oe proud to have such comrades, 
although a good many of them are 
British born, and have emigrated from 
their home.

Superior, Wis., Feb. 26.—Employes 
of the Great Northern railway this 
morning saw an aeroplane soar over 
the ore docks at Allouez for nearly 
an hour and a half. The machine was 
first noticed just before dawn. when, 
the purring of its motors attracted atr 
tention of the watchman on the ore 
docks, and special, agents and train 
crews at the terminals and shops. As 
it became light, it was plainlv distin- 
guished circling- about 3,000 " feet in 
the air.

Look out for Pneumonia. 
This is the season for pneumonia, a 
disease that is becoming 
more and 
more' prevalent in Wisconsin. 
We 
have before us the statement of Dr. 
Arthur 
R. 
Reynolds, former Com- 
missioner of Health 
in 
Chicago, In 
which he warns against even the 
moderate use of alcohol. 
Tliere are 
many moderate drinkers who do not 
realie the injury that may come from 
The doctor says alcoholic liquors 
such as whiskey, wine and beer pre- 
dispose the user of them to pneumonia 
because: 


1. They lower 
one's' vital resist- 
ance. 
They make a continual draft 
on one's physical bank account. They 
injure 
the white corpuscles of the 
blood, which are the natural germ 
destroyers.. When a man's, vital re- 
sistance is at its best, he is practical- 
ly germ proof. To take alcohol into 
the circulation is like drugging 
sol- 
diers before sending them 
out to 
attack an enemy. 


2. These liquors deaden the nerves 
to cold and the sense of fatigue and 
thus 
naturally lead to overexertion, 
which, in turn, makes one more liable 
to catch pneumonia or any other dis- 
ease. 


Moreover, they increase the heart 
beat, in proportion to the amount of. 
alcohol taken. Alcohol is to the body 
what a whip is to the horse; it makes 
him step lively fbr the instant, but it 
does not in the least add to his 
strength. Too much whipping and too 
little reliance on rest and feed will 
eventually wear out the overridden 
horse. The lieart of the moderate 
drinker IB never rested. For this verv 
reason an occasional spree followed 
by a period of abstinence is less in- 
jurious 
than 
continuous 
moderate 
drinking. 
Now, whether the patient 
recover or die, in case of pneumonia, 
depends largely on the heart. 
The 
abstainer starts with a normal heart 
while the drinker begins his fight for 
life with a tired heart. 
And, other 
things being equal, the tired heart is 
much more likely to wear out before 
tne crisis in pneumonia is passed 
than the normal heart of the ab- 
stainer.

All eyes are turned toward Nanking 
as it is held to be the key to the 
military situation in China. General 
Fang Feng Kuo-chang,' the

the most powerful leaders in military 
circles. 
In spite of 'the princedom 
conferred on him and. his elevation 


I to be chief of staff, nis loyalty to the 
Peking government is seriously doubt- 
ed in many circles. Were he to join 
the revolutionists the Yang-tse river 
valley would be lost to the 
Peking 
government, as Manking controls the 
only railroad line connecting Peking 
and Shanghai.

Peking, Feb. 25.—Yunnan 
revolu- 
tionists are reported busily 
engaged 
m preparing a provisional government, 
and there are many'rumors'as to what 
men will figure in this organization. 
Tsen Chun-hsuan is mentioned 
as 
the probable president of the 
new 
government. 
He is a' native 
of 
Kwangai province, -and a son of the 
late viceroy Tsen Y-ying. 
He has 
held many government- offices, having 
served as governor of Shensi, Shansi, 
and Kwangtung provinces. 
He was 
one of the chief promoters 
of 
the 
1913 revolution, and vras arrested for 
complicity in that 
uprising, 
later 
fleeing to Singapore. 
Liang Chichao is mentioned as the 
probable premier of tee new govern- 
ment. Wu Ting-fang, former minister 
to the United States, is suggeated as 
minister of foreign affairs. 
Tang 
Shao-yi is suggested for minister of 
communications. Tsai Ao, who ie the 
active promoter in the Yunnan move- 
ment, is prominently mentioned as 
the minister of war, while Li Lien- 
chuon is suggested as the 
probable 
chief of the general staff. 
Peking officials regard the Yunnan 
movement as a flash in the pan, and 
say it will fizzle out in a few weeks 
because of the lack of support and 
lack of unds. 
The Peking govern- 
ment, in addition to ordering troops 
to the scene of the revolution, has 
also sent-agents to effect a peaceful 
settlement. 
The great danger from 
the government point of view lies in 
the movement, on the part of Tsai Ao 
against Kwseichow, Krangsi and Sze- 
chuen provinces. 


Officials are apprehensive lest the 
revolutionists move on these prov- 
inces, and force them into a rebellion. 
Consequently, 
the 
government 
is 
strengthening its forces in the three 
provinces mentioned in addition 
to 
movin gtroops against Yunnan. Rebel 
agents in Shanghai and Canton are 
constantly sending out reports that 
Chinese merchants in 
America, 
in 
the Straits Settlements and in Eu- 
rope are furnishing millions of dol- 
lars to the- revolutionists. 
A single 
merchant in Hong Kong is reported 
to have subscribed half a million and 
pledged his whole fortune to the move- 
ment. The Central government is 
canvassing 
the 
foreign 
situation 
carefllly, and is endeavoring to as- 
certain the attitude of the '.overseas 
merchants towards the present situ- 
ation. 


So far foreign interests apparently 
have not suffered as a result of the 
revolution in Yunnan.

A Dish^Dryer 


For the boy who Wishes to make 
something that will help his mother 
do 
her 
daily 
work 
easier 
and 


quicker, here is something that she 
will surely appreciate. 
Of all the 


devices invented to save energy and 
many steps a dish dryer is one of 
the greatest. 


Such a contrivance is both simple 


and easily made, and consists of any- 
thing that 
will 
hold the 
dishes 


securely, with the fewest number of 
contact points possible. 
It should 


be placed in such a position as to 
permit perfect drainage. The sketch 
shows a design in which the plates 
and saucers rest in two tiers on 
horizontal bars of wood, one and one- 
half by three-fourths inches. 
See 


Fig. 3. 
These are separated and 


held upright by vertical dowel rods, 
which may be either of one-fourth 
inch hardwood, or one^elghth inch 
galvanized wire. The two ebd pieces 
are narrowed at the bottom, so that 
the two lower horizontal bars are 
brought closer together to hold small 
plates and saucers in the lower tier. 
The end pieces should be cut like 
Fig. 2 from a three-qnarter inch 
hoard. In the drawing;. Pig. 1, spaces • 
are shown for twenty-six plates and 


saucers, thirteen in each tier. The 
vertical dowel rods are placed about 
one and one-eighth inch apart for 
ordinary plates, and one and one-half 
inch apart for soup plates, but in 
constructing the dryer you can make 
the spaces to accommodate the dishes 
. in daily- USP. 


On top is tacked a piece of one- 


fourth 
inch mesh galvanized wire 


screen, forming a shelf for cups, 
bowls, nappies, and such other dishes 
as will not enter the tiers. The 
dryer, Which may rest on two small 
iron brackets, is fastened securely to 
the wall just over the sink or drain- 
board. Two dishpans'are used with 
the dryer, one filled with very hot. 
clear water, and the other with hot 
soapy 
water. 
The dishes, which 


have not been allowed to dry, are 
first carefully washed in the soapy 
Water, usihg a coarse dish-cloth, 
then passed into the clear hot water 
for a few seconds, and thence, to the 
tiers of the dryer.
